2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 12-15 and 19- 
22 have been allowed because prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest a variable evaporator 
'control system comprising, in combination, a temperature sensor positioned in the evaporator 
heat exchanger at a single location to sense a fourth temperature which is representative of the 
third temperature when a gas load is above a certain level, and representative of the second 
temperature when the gas load is below the certain level; and a controller connected to receive 
feedback from the temperature sensor indicative of the fourth temperature to control the second 
temperature to generally maintain the fourth temperature at a desired value.
